LONDON, Feb. 11—Japan is conducting her campaign against Port Ar- 


thur witlrimlo'minlable courage and uninterrupted vigor. Word reached here 
this morning that the Japanese had yesterday made a hard but unsuccessful 
attempt to land troops back of the city. Their object was to cut off the 
Russian line of communication and invest Port Arthur by land and sea. The 
attempt was conducted along well planned lines and did not prove a failure 
until after a Hard battle had been fought, and according to reports, many 
killed and wounded oa both sides. 


The reported details of the attempt state that the Japanese fleet steamed 


up as close to land as was possible and then sent a large fores to land. The 
landing force which was protected by The battlsehips and cruisers of the 
fleet were met with a stiff resisting force, and finally compelled'-to put back 
to their vessels. Several of these attempts were made but in each case the 
Russian fire was too heavy and the fleet was at last compelled to abandon 
the attempt. There is hardly a doubt that the Japanese will try again. 


What the Japs hoped to accomplish eventually by this move is easily 


seen. Just back of Port Arthur, on the Liao-Tuug peninsula, is a narrow- 
neck of land on which Dalny is situated. Here it was thai the attempts to 
land were made. Had the efforts proved successful the probabilities are that 
the Japs would have been able to forcw the Russian fleet out into the open, 
and precipitate a Sght for which the Japs are most anxious, but which the 
Russian authorities seem snxious to avert if possible. 


- With a force at Dalny the Japs could so elevate their guns that the shots 


•would carry high in the air and fail among the closely packed vesels of the 
Russians in Port Arthur harbor, and thus make it so hot for them from tbe 
rear that they would he compelled to save themselves, to make for the open. 
Inasmuch as the Japanese fleet in the Yellow sea outnumbers and is more 
efficient in every way than the Russian fleet in the harbor, the outcome of a 
battle in the open sea ^.vox'lcl hardly be in doubt. 


A dispatch from Chifu today states that no further naval attack will be 


made on the Port Arthur fortification, by the Japanese. The latter having 
accomplished their purpose of disabling the Russian ships, will be satisfied to 
wait for the enemy to come out A direct attack on the land fortifications 
by the ships would be useless and perhaps suicidal, as the forts are among 
the strongest in the world and have an armament of altogether 30 big guns 
as well as several batteries of six inch quick firers and four long range, 6:J 
Ion guns. The only way to capture these fortifications would be by land in- 
vestment. As the first step in this the cutting off of the communications be- 
tween these fortifications and Russia by land, will continue to be the ob- 
ject of the campaign. This has. to a degree been already effected by the 
blowing up of the bridge of the Manchuria railway leading into Port Arthur 


In this latter feat, it is stated that oO Russians were killed and many in- 


jured. With this accomplished, could the Japanese now effect a landing, at 
Dalny, thei; main aim," the investment of Port Arthur would be well under 


way-

The crying need for larger expendi- 


tures fnr state institutions and 
the 


reduction of the state tax levy pre- 
sents a uroblem of raising more funds 
in Some manner.

tion'must be found.

"Regeneration" was the subject o£ 


the discourse 
preached 
at the Ply- 


mouth 
Congregational 
church last 


evening by tho Kov. Dr. Walerman of 
Chicago. 


He took foi his texl Christ's reply 


to Nicortemus: Ye must be born again. 
Ye must be horn of wafer and tho 
spirit or ye cannot enter the kingdom 
of heaven. 


Nicodemus was 
a typical 
t>po of 


many today. He was in many respects 
a model man. He was a fine scholar, 
strictly moral, was a church member, 
and was a close nhsciver ol all the ex- 
ternals relating to religion and with all 
this he fell short of Christ's require- 
ments, when he informed him that 
he must be born again. He was la 
boring under an entire misappreiien- 
bion of what it was to be a genuine 
Christian, or a true follower of Christ. 
How true this is of many nominal 
Christians' today. 
They observe all 


the externals 
pertaining to religion 


but lose the substance. As a result oC 
this our churches of today are com- 
posed largely of what might be called 
nominal Christians. 
They mistake 


forms for religion. Christ ciestmetly 
said: Ye must be horn again spiritu- 
ally. 
Those outside the pale of the 


visible church see the hollowness and 
utter inconsistencies of Ihose who pro- 
fess to he the followers of Christ, and 
make light of th^rn, saying that ofter. 
all religion is a sfcam, and the majori- 
ty of church goers are uypocrits. 


While there is much truth in this as- 


sertion on the 
part of worluings it 


must he admitted that there are many 
genuine Christians in the world wrio 
have been thoroughly regenerated oy 
ihe Holy Spirit. The genuine can most, 
jtenerally be detected from the coun- 
terfeit 
He illustrated his subject hy 


quoting very many cases where per- 
sons had been regenerated 
hy the 


Holy Spirit and had become new crca- 
f.ires in Christ. 
"While regeneration 


is; to a very large degree a mystery 
and just how God acts upon the hearts 
cf men, by his regenerating spirit we 
do not liV'jvr, but -,ve do know from its 
effects upon the lives ot many who 
have been changed 
from a life 
ot 


worldliness and sin to lives of piety. 


Would we receive this regenerating 


power from on high we must act, open 
Our hearts to receive it in a penitent 
manner, and God wil! do the balance. 
We must not sit supinely and say 
T 


can do nothing, but we should return 
to God and ask 
Him 
to enter our 


hearts and take possession of them. Ii 
we will do this our calling and elec- 
tion _will he sure, and we will not then 
he puzzled any longer" as to the mys- 
tery 
of the new birth. "Beloved, 


stand at the door and knock. If anv 
man open I will come in, and sup with 
him and he with me." 


Will we then act as rational and in- 


telligent beings and thus secure for 
ourselves a crown of imirortaliiy?
